On October 7, 1953, Mr. FRANK OORDON, Chief Attorney, 
Grievance Committee, Association of the Bar in the City of New 
York, conferred with me in my office, at which time he stated that 
he was handling the attempted disbarment proceedings against 
EMANUEL HIRSCH BLOCH for the Bar Association. He stated that in 
view of Hr. BLOCH’e attacks against officers of the U. S. Govern- 
ment, the Court, and hla criticism of the administration of Jus- 
tice, he is most anxious to see Mr, BLOCH di sb arre d or at least 
-have appropriate action taken against him. ’ 

Kr. GORDON stated that Hr. BLOCH testified before the 
Grievance Committee back in July and August, 1953# find they believe 
that he did not tell the truth to the Committee. One of the state- 
ments they ore particularly interested in is that he testified he 
had no connection with, and did not like, the Committee to Defend 
the Rosenborgs. Hr. GORDON stated that any information or as- 
sistance the FBI con render him In connection with disproving state- 
ments made by BLOCH would be greatly appreciated and would be 
handled In the roost confidential manner without the Bureau becoming 
involved in any way. 

Mr. "GORDON stated that he had been informed confidentially 
by Judge IRVINQ KAUFMAN, who presided at the trial of the ROSEN- 
BERGS, that there was a rumor to the effect that BLOCH had something 
to do with the opening of a bank account for the Committee to Defend 
the Rosenbergs. Hr. OORDON stated he would be very much interested 
in knowing the bank so that he could subpoena the bank records In 
order to prove BLOCK'S connection with the Committee. He also 
stated that Hr. BLOCH may have turned money over to the Committee, 
although generally speaking it would be the other way around, since 
BLOCH was paid by someone* Nevertheless, he said there may be some 
evidence showing that money was given to the Committee by BLOCH, ana 
he would be interested in getting a lead on the bank through which 
it was handled.

Mr, CORDON further stated that Judge KAUFMAN had told 
him while discussing this matter that In connection with statements 
made by the ROSENBEROS that were critical of the Court, it would 
apoear that some kind of a table could be drawn up which would show 

(1) the dates of the various motions presented before the Court; 

(2) visits of Mr. BLOCH to Sing Sing Prison Immediately after or 
before these motions; and (3) press releases Issued immediately 
after BLOCK’S visit to the prison. It was Mr, CORDON'S opinion 
that if a table of this type could be drawn up it would Indirectly 
show that the statements contained in the press releases purportedly 
mode by the ROSENBEROS were in fact made by BLOCH. 

Mr. OORDON was also interested in possible tie-ups 
between BLOCH and articles appearing in the National Guardian paper, 
Re stated that the Daily Worker did not cover the ROSENBERG case 
to any extent at the beginning of the trial. He requested 'that in. 
connection with any criticism in the articles published by the 
National Guardian of the FBI, the Department of Justics, end the 
Courts, if it could be tied up with Kr, BLOCH this would be of great 
assistance to him. He added that any connection between Mr. BLOCH 
and the National Guardian Itself would be helpful* 

Mr. OORDON said that Mr. BLOCH has already had 8 hearing 
before the Grievance Committee of the Bar Association, and the next 
step is to bring the matter before the Executive Committee of the 
Bar Association in preparation of going to Court. He also stated 
that since he feels hlc case is not sufficiently prepared, he haa 
requested a 3 0_<5a y postponement before it la presented to the 
Executive Committee. This postponement has been granted. It is 
expected that it will be presented to the Executive Committee the 
first part of November, 1953. 

Mr. GORDON pointed out during this conversation that he 
realized some of the information he has requested would be available 
by him through public sources, but due to the fact he does not have 
a staff employed by him, it is impossible for him to secure this 
information prior to the time the matter will be presented to the 
Executive Committee. He stated that, therefore, any assistance the 

-FBI could render him in thia matter would be greatly appreciated, 
and thought that the information requested would no doubt be con- 
tained in the files of this office. 

, It 1 s believed that to obtain the information requested 

by Mr, GORDON as above set forth would require a thorough and ex- 
haustive search of the files of this office that would take up the 
time of two agents continuously for a period of eight or nine days. 
The interest of this office in the above-captioned case has been

in connection with our investigation of Mr. BLOCH as 8 potential 
Security Index subject. He has now been pieced on the Security 
Index. 


Further, It Is believed that assistance should be given 
to Mr. GORDON in su3teining end proving any charges against Mr. 
BLOCK for misconduct in office. It is believed that if the Bar As- 
eociation would be successful in pressing charges egainBt BLOCH 
it will be an example to the legal profession, and lawyers who 
espouse the Communirt line will not in the future be able with 
impunity to make unfounded attacks against the Director, President 
EISENHOWER, Attorney General BROWNELL, and other responsible public 
officials, as well as the Courts of the United States. 

The Bureau ie requested to advise of its decision in_tbe

It was their opinion that If e table 
of this type could be drawn up it would indirectly show that the 
release made by the ROSENBERGS was in fsct the result of action 
taken by BLOCH. 

Mr. GORDON also wss Interested in possible tie-ups between 
BLOCH and articles appearing in the National Guardian paper. He 
stated that the Daily Worker did not cover the ROSENBERG case to 
any extent at the beginning of the trial. He requested that in 
connection with any criticism in the articles published by the 
National Ouardian of the FBI, the Department of Justice, and the 
Courts, if it could be tied up with Mr. BLOCH this would be of 
great assistance to him. Any connection between Mr. BLOCH and the 
National Ouardian itself would be helpful. 

Mr. GORDON stated bhat BLOCH has already had a hearing 
before the Grievance Committee of the Bar Association, and the 
next step is to bring the matter before the Executive Committee of 
the Bar Association in preparation of going to Court. He elso 
stated that since he feels his case is not sufficiently prepared, 
he has requested a 30 -day postponement before it goes to the 
Executive Committee. This postponement has been granted. It is 
expected that it will be presented to the Executive Committee the 
first part of November, 1953. 

Mr. GORDON requested that in any telephone call to him 
we utilize his -private unlisted number which does not go through 
the switchboard. This is VAnderbilt 6-0017. 

At 12*00 noon on October 7 I telephonlcally ftirnished 
the above facts to Assistant Director Belmont of the Bureau, Mr. 
Belmont stated that it would appear that Mr. QORDON is asking us 
to do an awful lot of work that possibly he himself could do. I 
pointed out to Mr. Belmont that Mr. GORDON had mentioned to us 
that some of this information would be available to him except for 
the fact that he does not have a staff assigned to him who could 
get this information together, and it was for that reason that he 
had asked our cooperation since he felt this information was prob- 
ably available in the files of this office. 

Mr. Belmont stated that since it will not be presented 
to the Committee for a month, the Bureau would like to not pass on 
this information furnished orally, but would prefer that we submit 
the facts to the Bureau by letter, set out Mr. GORDON'S request, 
indicate the amount of work involved, and finally set out our 
recommendations. Mr. Belmont stated that a lot was going to 
depend on whether or not our interest in the matter would Justify 
the amount of work necessary to expend in order to secure this 
information. I advised Mr. Belmont that this letter would leave the

This letter 
solicits contributions for the fund as well as 
monthly or yearly sustainers enabling the contributor 
to "Become an Honorary Foster Parent." 


You are further advised that on December lj., 
1953 a rally was held at the Embassy Auditorium at 
Do 8 Angeles, California. This rally, which featured 
Emanuel Bloch, was attended by approximately fifteen 
hundred persons. Bloch gave a speech mainly concern- 
ing the lives of the Rosenberg children aihca t the 
arrest of their parenta*-"' The main purpose of “’the 
speech was to collect' funds. Approximately $2590*00 
was collected, Another $2500,00, which had beer

previously collected, wee edded to this amount end given 
to Bloch* It was also ascertained that at a reception 
for Bloch on December 3* 1953* $600.00 was raised for 
the fund. It was announced at the rally that the local 
trust fund for the Rosenberg children was dissolved 
and all money collected In the future should be sent to 
Hew York. 


In his epee eh, Bloch stated that he was look- 
ing for foster parents for the Rosenberg children and 
had In mind two ax-school teachers who were not further 
Identified. 

You are further advised that during past 
Interviews by agents of this office with Krs* TSSSIE 
GREENGLASS, mother of Ethel Rosenberg, it was determined 
that neither she nor any members of her family had the -- 
flnanclel means to raise the Rosenberg children. It 
Is believed that If an application waa made by Kre. 
Greenglass at this time for letters of guardianship of 
the Rosenberg children, that the current efforts to 
raise a fund of $75»°DO»DO for the support and education 
of the Rosenberg children would abruptly cease. How- 
ever, when the present drive to collect the sum of 
$75*000,00 has reeched its goal, or nearly so. It would 
then be practical for Kre. Greanglase to apply in the 
Surrogate’s Court for letters of administration on the 
estate of her daughter Ethel, and at the same time, for 
appointment as guardian of the Rosenberg children.

It is noted the law of the State of Kev York 
vests the right to the appointment of a guardian in 
the blood relations of the children. Thus, if Mrs. 
Greenglass were to be appointed administratrix of the 
estate of Ethel Rosenberg and guardian of the children, 
Emanuel H. Bloch, the Rosenberg committies, and all 
others could be required to account in the Surrogate’s 
Court for all funds In their possession rightly belong- 
ing to the estate of Ethel Rosenberg or the Rosenberg 
children.

Harry 1* Goldberg was interviewed by SA Arnold C. Larson and the writer 
on the evening of 1/8/54 in bureau car. 

y Subject appeared to be cooperative as to his activities in a 

manner but could not recall anything specific as to the name of his 
C: branch that he belonged to w. nor the names of any of the Ci leaders 
ir. the branch or the names of any of the members, 

Jubject recalled that l.i.e members did not use their true names but used 
aliases and >err* xenorally referred to by their first names* 


Subject advised that he never knew Julius Hosenberg and that the only 
knowledge he had of Kosenberg was what lie had read in the newspapers. 

Goldberg stated that he became active in the CP in about 1935 as a re- 
sult of the depression. He stated that he did not know what Cormunism 
stood for at the time, hut that it did have some good features for the 
poor and the unemployed. lie stated that the CP program was very attrative 
to him as an unemployed person. Subject stated that he used to listen 
to corner speakers and subsequently joined the CP at its headquarters 
office on Utica Ave and Bergen in Brooklyn. He stated that he was not 
recruited but joined by himself, ^Subject stated that sometime after 
becoming a member he was made branch organizer of the club whose name 
he did not remember. His duties were to sell the Daily Worker and to 
make corner speeches. 'He stated that he did sell many D’.Vs and that 
he made numerous speeches. However, he stated that he never recruited 
any members into the CP. f He did state that he was instrumental in 
influencing his wife to join his brachch. He stated that he was also 
a member of the IbO and the ALP and that his wife did subscribe to the 
"Jewish Life". However, he stated in 1939, he no longer felt that the 
CP was what it was pictured to be. He could no longer see "eye to eye 
with its policies and theories and started to become inactive in the 
CF and 1.V0. In 1942, he stated, he made the definite break from the 
1 arty. Howev.r, he still felt by doing so he was be jeopardizing the 
safty of himself and his family. In 194&, Goldberg stated that he 
moved his family to Hempstead, whore he presently resides . Ke stated 
that after moving to Hempstead, he also dropped from the A1P also 
realizing that it was dominated by the CP* He stated that shortly 
after he moved to Hempstead, he was contacted by an unknown woman
